The prospects fot th* wheat crop 
of 1920 ia this ■tvte. arfc not good. 
The aatieipated acreage is exeeption- 
aDy small, the sime showing at 67 
per cent, which, compared with the 
114 per e«nt acreage sown in 1918 
shows th* erdirhas been cut 60 per 
cent. Tha eondition of wheat at this 
is given at 72 peicent- Only 
60 per cent of the acreaRe
